EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


Ambassador Program 

The ambassadors observed a slight increase is street vendors (Lakers T-shits and fruit stands) blocking 
sidewalks at some locations along Century Blvd and 98 th st. On a few occasion the police were notified 
of the illegal activity. The vendors were advised to leave the area. 

The ambassadors are averaging nearly 950 total citizen contacts per month. These contacts range from 
simple direction, helping at traffic accidents and assisting in changing car tires.

5. Special Guest Speaker - LAPD Chief Charlie Beck 

LAPD Chief Charlie Beck briefed members on his background leading up to his selection to be 
Chief of the Los Angeles Police Department, history of working with BIDs in Central 
L.A., and belief that lasting change happens through collaboration with LAPD and groups like 
business improvement districts. 

Goals include emphasis on constitutional policing; continued reduction of crime; maintaining 
the strength of the police department - currently 10,000 officers; keeping city safe from 
terrorism; and employee wellness. 

6. Gateway to a Greener L.A. Update 

0 Julie Baylor updated members of the Green Certification workshops and hotels in the 
process of applying for Green Seal Certification. 

7. New Business 

0 State Enterprise Zone - Gabe Sermeno, Mayor’s Business Team, outlined key benefits 
for businesses located in the EZ including hiring tax credits, 35% credit in the DWP rate 
and incentives to attract new jobs and businesses to the Century Blvd. corridor. 

0 Business Tax Holiday Proposal - Gabe Sermeno explained the latest initiate from the 
Mayor’s Business Team which calls for a tax “holiday” for new businesses moving into 
the city of Los Angeles. 

0 Nate Kaplan, new deputy to Councilman Rosendahl, was introduced to the Gateway to 
L.A. board of directors.
